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AMMONS CHARGED WITH THEFT FIRST-DEGREE 


County funds missing - female employee arrested

At approximately 1:30 p.m. on 
Friday, October 26, Marilyn Am- 
mons, age 48, a clerk in the Coffee 
County Commission office in Elba 
was arrested and charged with theft 
in the first-degree. The arrest is in 
connection with the: discovery of 
missing funds belonging to Coffee 
County. 

Mrs. Ammons, who lives in New 
Brockton, turned herself into the au- 
thorities at the Enterprise Police De- 
partment after a warrant for her ar- 
rest was issued earlier in the day by 
Coffee County Circuit Clerk Jim El- 
lis. 

A joint news conference was 
called at 2:00 p.m. Friday by Joel M. 
Folmar, District Attorney, 12th Judi- 
cial Circuit, and Billy Eagerton, 
Chairman of the Coffee County 


Commission, to inform the news me- 
dia of the details surrounding Mrs. 
Ammons’ arrest. Also joining Eager- 
ton and Folmar in the news confer- 
ence was County Administrator Wil- 
son Mobley. 

Folmar stated that on Thursday, 
October 25, 1990, Commission 
Chairman Billy Eagerton and 
County Attorney Warren Rowe noti- 
fied his office in reference to miss- 
ing county funds, 

Both Eagerton and Rowe stated 
that the district attorney's office was 
notified within a few hours after the 
discovery was made. Rowe said, "In 
less than 24 hours, law enforcement 
agencies were aware of the apparent 
theft of county funds. 

Preliminary investigation _re- 
vealed that monies had apparently 
been taken from the Coffee County 
General Fund. The exact amount of 
monies taken has not been deter- 


1978 MAIL FAUD CONVICTION BASIS FOR SUIT 


Lawsuit filed a

Last Tuesday at noon, a news 
conference was held at the Republi- 
can Campaign Headquarters in En- 
terprise, Alabama. 

Dwight Adams, Chairman of the 
Coffee County Republican Party an- 
nounced that Senator E. C. "Crum" 
Foshee was being sued by Roy G. 
Hilton. Hilton is a resident of Cof- 
fee County and also holds the posi- 
tion of Vice-Chairman of the Coffee 
County Republican Party. 

The lawsuit contest the legality of 
Foshee to hold the office of Senator 
for Alabaina Senatorial District 31. 

"This action is taken," said Ad- 
ams, "on behalf of all Republicans 
and all Democrats and Independents 
that are interested in better govern- 
ment." 

The rather lengthy complaint ac- 
cuses Foshee of having usurped, in- 
truded into and unlawfully holding 
without warrant or authority of law 
the office of Senator for Alabama 
Senatorial District 31, and claims to 
be clothed with the powers and privi- 
leges of said public office and 1s ex- 
ercising the powers and functions 
thereof. 

Foshee's conviction in U, S. Dis- 
trict Court of the felony crime of 
Mail Fraud on November 9, 1978, 
the affirmation of the conviction by 
the U. S. Fifth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals on’'November 8, 1979, and the 
sentencing of Foshee to a term of 
eighteen months in prison were all 
brought out in the complaint. 

The suit contends that upon his 
conviction and sentence for the infa- 
mous crime of Mail Fraud, Foshee 
became ineligible and disqualified 
from holding the public office of 
Senator in the Legislature of the 
State of Alabama, or any other pub- 
lic office. 

Although Foshee received a par- 
don from the Alabama Board of Par- 
dons and Paroles for the criminal 
conviction, the suit contends that the 
pardon did not legally restore the 
civil or political right of the defen- 
dant, Senator Foshee, to hold any 
public office. 

The complaint sights the case of 
Charlie W. Thompson vs. Randolph 
County as grounds for the suit. 

During the October Term in 
1986-87, the above case was re- 
viewed by the Supreme Court of Al- 
abama and the lower court's ruling 
was upheld.

mined at the present time. 

An audit by the Alabama Depanrt- 
ment of Public Examiners is now in 
progress to determine the exact 
amount of money that has been tak- 
en. All thirty-one county funds, in- 
cluding the general fund, will be 
audited. 

According to Eagerton, Mrs. Am- 
mons was suspended immediately 
after the missing funds were discov- 
ered, She had been employed as a 
clerk in the commission office for 
approximately 13 years. 

Chairman Eagerton said, "I would 
say to the public, | do promise that 
I'll do everything with in my power 
to see that these funds are replaced!" 

"Myself or our office personnel 
will not have any other comment to 
make on this until the investigation 
is complete and until thepublic ex- 
aminers complete their assignment,” 
Eagerton said.

In the above mentioned case, 
Thompson was convicted of voting 
fraud and ruled ineligible to hold the 
office of supernumerary sheriff. On 
July 1, 1981, Thompson was par- 
doned for his crime, but was not al- 
lowed to hold office. The pardon 
was later revoked. 

In its ruling, the Supreme Court 
cited Section 60 of the Constitution 
of Alabama 1901 which says: "No 
person convicted of embezzlement 
of the public money, bribery, perju- 
ry, or other infamous crime, shall be 
eligible of holding any office of trust 
or profit in this state." 

Also, in its ruling the Court stated 
that, "A pardon cannot wipe out the 
historical fact of a conviction, and as 
appropriately stated by the court, it 
involves forgiveness, and not forget- 
fulness.” 

Adams cemented that "the ac- 
ceptance of a pardon is an implied 
acknowledgement of guilt!" 

The complaint asks the court that 
Foshee be barred from holding or ex- 
ercising the public office of State 
Senator and that he be ousted from 
the said office. 

When asked why it had taken so 
long for this (Foshee's conviction) to 
become an issue, Hilton responded, 


“Apathy, everybody likes to com- 
plain, but nobody is willing to take a 
stand," 

Adams stated that the precedence 
set by the case of Thompson vs Ran- 
dolph County had only been known 
about by he and Hilton for approxi- 
mately two weeks. The decision was 
made at that time to pursue the law- 
suit against Foshee. 

The case, No. CV-9)-2179, was 
filed today in Montgomery County 
Circuit Court on the behalf of the 
Plaintiff by James D. Farmer, a Do- 
than attomey. 

Adams said that the plaintiff's 
lawsuit against Foshee has the back- 
ing of the county and state Republi- 
can Party organizations. 

State Senator Foshee was contact- 
ed conceming the lawsuit while on a 
speaking engagement in Atmore, Al- 
abama. 

"I have researched the issue and 
my attorney has researched the issue 
and found the charges groundless," 
Foshee stated. "My opponent realiz- 
es he is defeated and he will try any- 
thing to win." 

"According to my attorney," said 
Foshee, "he has no possibility of 
winning this lawsuit." 


Dickinson responds to ads 


U. S. Congressman Bill Dickin- 
son responded to TV ads by his op- 
ponant, Democrat Faye Baggiano, 
indicating he has had trouble with 
the Ethics Committee. This week 
Dickinson released a letter from the 
committee indicating “it has never 
made an inquiry into hos personal 
conduct and no complaint against 
him was ever received’ 

The letter continued with, “The 
committee has not received a com- 
plaint against you. Moreover, no pre- 
iminary inquiry or formal investiga- 
tion has been udnertaken by this 
committee with regard to any allega- 
tions of improper conduct involving 
you”. 

Dickinson was apparently knowl- 
edgeable of the feelings of the voters 
because he also released a statement 
assuring the votres he voted against 
the deficit reduction bill just passed 
by the U. S. Congress. 

"This is a tax package that puts 
little restraint on spending, and in- 
creases revenues by raising various 
taxes. Its effect on the elderly, vete- 


rans, and every American is not war- 
ranted,” Dickinson said. 

Also released by Dickinson was 
copies of a 1986 letter from Baggia- 
no praising Dickinson and with a 
handwritten note reading “Alabama 
is lucky to have you!” 


Joining the D.A.'s office in the in- 
vestigation is the Alabama Bureau of 
Investigation and the Department of 
Public Examiners. 

According to Folmar, theft in the 
first-degree is a class B felony which 
caries a minimum sentence of two 
years and a maximum sentence of 
twenty years. 

The amount of money taken has 
to exceed $1,000.00 for the crime to 
be classified as theft in the first- 
degree. 

Mrs. Ammons was. released from 
custody after posting a $20,000 ap- 
pearance bond. 

According to Coffee County 
Sheriff Brice Paul, Chief Deputy 
Buddy Ammons has been suspended 
from duty with pay pending further 
investigation. Buddy is the husband 
of Marilyn Ammons. Sheriff Paul 
said, "This should be considered as 
standard procedure." 

District Attorney Folmar stated 
that further details will be released 
as soon as they can be made availa- 
ble. "We cannot comment on the 
facts involved in an on-going crimi- 
nal investigation,” said Folmar.

FIVE ALTERNATES IN BIDDING PROCESS 


E.C.S.B. delays contractor selection

The Elba City School Board de- 
layed action on selecting a contrac- 
tor for the new school park after the 
four bids received were all above the 
available amount of funds and the 
time for completion went past the 
time desired by board members. 

The board will meet again +on 
Tuesday, November 6 to try to select 


__a prime contractor. 


When voting to table action on 
the matter, board members instruct- 
ed the architects to get estimates on 
how the cost could be cut without 
giving up quality. They insisted they 
wanted more information before 
casting a vote to select a contractor. 

This matter is complicated some- 
what by the fact the bidders bid on a 
dollar price but plans are not com- 
plet:. This is just a starting price, ex- 
plained Superintendent Charles 
Pearce and the selected contractor 
will work with the architects as the 
plans progress to bring down the 
cost to within budget. 

Board members were instructed 
they were in the position of selecting 
one contractor, based on the base bid 
alone. Since the bids exceeded the 
budget, they can only consider the 
base bid and not any of the alter- 
nates, 

Bear Brothers Construction and 
Ray Sumlin Construction, both out

The other bidders were Hoar Con- 
struction, of Mobile and Hollis & 
Spann, of Dothan. 

There were five alternates in the 
bidding process. The cost for these 
alternates were in addition to the 
base bid.The alternates were: 

1. Finishing of Auditorium 

2. Football Stadium 

3. Baseball Stadium 

4, Bus Garage 

§. 420 Day Construction Time 

If all five alternates were added to 
the contract price without any chang- 
es, the bid of Bear becomes 
$19,056,000 and Sumlin's is 
$19,316,000. Even if state law al- 
lowed considering the bid with alter- 
nates added in, these two contractors 
would still be the low bidders. 

Board Chairman G. A. Lindsey 
said upon learning the base bid didn't 
include the completion of the high 
school auditorium “People have said 
we don't know what we are doing 
and there may be some basis for 
that”. He added, “We don't want 
anything up there half done and | 
don't know about the rest of this 
board, but as far as I am concerned 
we are going to complete the audi- 
torium and anything else we start.” 

Board member Billy Farris ex- 
pressed frustrations with the extend- 
ed completion time and said "We are 
no better off with this ‘fast track’. It 
is still going to take us 2 1/2 years to 
complete the buildings.” Farris also 
expressed concern that vital parts of

seconded by Myris Rhoades to ac- 

cept the low bid of Bear Brothers. 

Shirley Belcher and Billy Farris vot- 
ed no and Chairman Lindsey broke 
the tie by voting with the no's. Lind- 
sey repeated the statements of most 
of the board members that they need- 
ed more information to cast an in- 
formed vote on the selection of a 
contractor. They also wanted to 
know exactly how much money was 
available for the project. 

The board acknowledged during 
discussions that the time factor was 
no jonger an issue, as none of the 
bidders indicated a completion date 
as had been desired by the board. 
School officials indicated that an 
April completion date would be no 
better than a July date, because it 
would disrupt school to much to 
move classes in for that short time. 

The motion to table any action 
until later was unanimous. 

Pearce said he had been promised 
by authorities in the US Department 
of Education that an firm answer on 
the amount of the federal funds. 
would be received by Friday, No- 
vember 2nd 

Pearce lead a delegation of local 
and state officials to Washington re- 
cently in an effort to break the log 
jam which was holding up a setle- 
ment on the dollar amount of the 
flood damages on the old school 
complex. Federal officials had esti- 
mated the damages to the buildings 
at $1.8 million and other profession

of Montgomery were the two low 
bidders, being only $4,000 apart on 
their base bids. Their major differ- 
ence came in the days until comple- 
tion with Sumlin wanting 485 days 
and Bear 540 days. Neither of these 
completion dates would get students 
into either of the schools next fall 
even if they started construction im- 
mediately. 

Bear Brothers submitted a base 
bid of $16,986,000 and Ray Sumlin 
bid $16,990,000, 

Architect Walter McKee told 
board members, “This is a relatively 
good price. Two bidders within 
$4,000 on a project this size indi- 
cates very competitive bids.”

When the board meets November 
6, they expect to know exactly how 
much money is in the construction 
fund. They also expect to have some 
estimates from the architects on 
ways to cut the cost of the project. 
School board members expressed 
opinions that some way must be 
found to cut cost enough to include 
the basic needs and at least the first 
four alternates. The additional cost 
for the faster completion date is ap- 
parently unwarranted because now it 
wouldn't allow for occupation of the 
school buildings in time to have a 
major impact on the school year, ex- 
cept to disrupt the education process.

He stated that the four years ago 
the DHR was in trouble, but "the 
turn-around has been remarkable. 
Previously, the department was lack- 
ing in resources and no one seemed 
to care." 

That has all changed now, accord- 
ing to Hornsby. 

"We have 500 additional staff 


members and with the completion of 


we will have built 5 new DHR build- 
ing in the last 3 years," said Horns- 
by. "We have plans for the construc- 
tion of 8 to 10 more facilities 
through-out the state in the near fu- 
ture,” he continued. 

At the conclusion of his talk, 
Commissioner Hornsby presented 
each Coffee County DHR employee 
a Certificate of Appreciation on the 
the behalf of the State of Alabama 
and Governor Guy Hunt.

Billy Eagerton also presented a 
framed Certificate of Appreciation to 
the DHR on behalf of the citizens of 
Coffee County.

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DON’T PAY ATTENTION TO STORIES 


“Neither give heed to 
fables. . .” (I Tim. 1:4). 


As the present-day Eng- 
lish reader comes upon the 
word “fables” in the Auth- 
orized Version, he is apt to 
think of Aesop’s Fables, but 
these were illustrations, 
while the original word 
muthois means simply 
stories, including stories of 
imagined incidents or 
events. 

There are two types of 
stories that have exerted 
an amazing influence upon 
twentieth century Chris- 
tendom. One is the novel, 
the other the promotional 
story. 

In considering the above 
passage, this writer exam- 
ined the contents of the pop- 
ular Christian periodicals 
coming to his desk and was 
astonished to find how 
many of them were largely 
filled with fiction and with 
stories written to promote 
projects or viewpoints. The 
Apostle says about such 
stories that they raise ques- 
tions but do not answer 
them, for stories really 
prove nothing. This is al- 
so true of many Christian 
films. 


Many Christian novels 
have indeed exerted a sa- 
vory influence upon their 
readers—when they have

been founded upon Scrip- 
tural truths and principles. 
Obviously, however, an au- 
thor can make his novel 
“prove” exactly what he 
wishes to prove, for the 
novel involves us in a world 
of make-believe. Thus a 
novel can be dangerous to 
Christian faith and prac- 
tice. 

The promotional story 
holds, perhaps, an even 
more prominent place in 
our popular Christian mag- 
azines. No one can object 
to factural reports of what 
God has wrought, but too 
many of these stories are 
nothing more than promo- 
tional efforts. Many of these 
“success stories” are so suc- 
cessful that thoughtful 
readers question their va- 
lidity and are apt to lay 
them aside without even 
finishing them. Less dis- 
cerning readers, however, 
are often deeply moved by 
them. 

We are well aware that 
our objections are not pop- 
ular, but we are not trying 
to be popular; we are trying’ 
to help sincere Christians 
find their way back, step by 
step, to renewed spiritual 
power. This power has been 
too long frittered away by 
substituting the will of man 
for the Word of God.

DON’T PAY ATTENTION TO STORIES 


“Neither give heed to 
fables. . .”' (I Tim. 1:4). 


As the present-day Eng- 
lish reader comes upon the 
word “fables” in the Auth 
orized Version, he is apt to 
think of Aesop's Fables, but 
these were _ illustrations, 
while the original word 
muthois means simply 
stories, including stories of 
imagined incidents or 
events. 

There are two types of 
stories that have exerted 
an amazing influence upon 
twentieth century Chris- 
tendom. One is the novel, 
the other the promotional 
story. 

In considering the above 
passage, this writer exam- 
ined the contents of the pop- 
ular Christian periodicals 
coming to his desk and was 
astonished to find how 
many of them were largely 
filled with fiction and with 
stories written to promote 
projects or viewpoints. The 
Apostle says about such 
stories that they raise ques- 
tions but do not answer 
them, for stories really 
prove nothing.

Obviously, however, an au- 
thor can make his novel 
“prove” exactly what he 
wishes to prove, for the 
novel involves us in a world 
of make-believe. Thus a 
novel can be dangerous to 
Christian faith and prac- 
tice. 

The promotional story 
holds, perhaps, an even 
more prominent place in 
our popular Christian mag 
azines. No one can object 
to factural reports of what 
God has wrought, but too 
many of these stories are 
nothing more than promo- 
tional efforts. Many ofthese 
“success stories” are so suc- 
cessful that thoughtful 
readers question their va- 
lidity and are apt to lay 
them aside without even 
finishing them. Less dis- 
cerning readers, however, 
are often deeply moved by 
them. 

We are well aware that 
our objections are not pop- 
ular, but we are not trying 
to be popular; we are trying 
to help sincere Christians 
find their way back, step by 
step, to renewed spiritual 
power. This power has been 
too long frittered away by 
substituting the will ofman 
for the Word of God.

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Preparing Apples For Drying 


Angela Hughes - County Agent 


Select only high quality, fully ri- 
pened apples for drying. If the apple 
isn't suitable for eating fresh, it isn't 
suitable for drying. 

Wash, peel, halve and core, and 
slice apples three-sixteenths of an 
inch thick. To keep your apples from 
turning dark, here are several choic- 
es of pretreatments. 

Dip apples for two minutes in eci- 
ther canned pineapple juice, cranber- 
ry juice or orange juice and place on 
drying rack. Also a lemon juice dip 
using one-forth cup lemon juice to 
two cups of water can be used. 

Soak apples for about five min- 
utes in solution containing one tea- 
spoon sodium bisulfite per gallon of 
water. Avoid breathing the fumes 
when sodium bisulfite is mixed with 
water. 

After pretreatment, apples can be 
sprinkled with cinnamon or a fla- 
vored gelatin. 

Operation Desert Shield 

With the current call up and the 
deployment of units to the Middle 
East, many families are facing the 
separation.

Along with 
many of these same feelings the de- 
parted spouse will also have the ad- 
ditional stresses of whatever the mil- 
itary demands bring. 

The third stage is reuniting. Dur- 
ing the time apart, roles and people 
will change and attention must be 
given to reestablishing the family, 
taking into account the changes 
which have taken place.

Broiler Litter vs. Commer- 
cial Fertilizer Produces Ear- 
lier, Larger Tomatoes 

The use of poultry litter as a ferti- 
lizer for vegetable crops is becoming 
more popular due to public concern 
over the use of inorganic fertilizers 
and the poultry industry's efforts to 
find environmentally sound ways to 
dispose of large amounts of waste. 


Results of recent Alabama Agricul- f 


tural Experiment Station research in- 
dicate that poultry litter is an ideal 
fertilizer for vegetable crops. Appli- 
cation of 10 tons per acre of poultry 
litter produced about 11,629 pounds 
per acre more tomatoes, and these 
were harvested earlier than tomatoes 
grown using commercial fertilizer. 
In addition to increased yields and 
earliness, other benefits of using 
poultry litter on vegetable crops in- 
clude better water holding capacity, 
increased aggregation, and improved 
soil structure. The litter is also a 
good source of major and minor nu- 
trient clements.

Mailing Gifts Safely

Most Gifts are perfect gifts for 
many friends and relatives. But, 
poorly packaged and handled food 
gifts can be a big mistake - especial- 
ly if they carry a food-bome illness. 

Most food can be mailed through 
the U.S. Postal Service or private 
carriers. Just follow the proper 
guidelines, such as canned fruits and 
vegetables, in sturdy containers. Per- 
ishable foods, on the other hand, re- 
quire special attention. Meats, poul- 
try, and foods that contain eggs must 
remain very cold, below 40 degrees 
F, to avoid bacterial growth. Also, 
any canned or processed food that is 
labeled Keep Refrigerated must be 
kept cold. 

The first step in sending a food 


"gift is to find a sturdy mailing con- 


taincr. A suitable container will fit 
the amount of food you are sending 
with just enough space to add the 
cold source, The container should be 
sturdy enough to withstand rough 
handling or stacking. The container 
should also maintain the cold tem- 
perature needed. Small, sturdy styro- 
foam coolers with thick walls work 
well for shipping food gifts. Coolers 
may be taped or tied shut and even 
over-wrapped with thick plastic. 
Include a cold source with the 
food to keep it cold. Dry ice is the 
best cold source, but check with the 
carrier before wrapping the gift to 
see that the carrier allows dry ice. 
The packaging and the cold 
source you select will be decided by 
the carrier you choose to deliver the 
gift. Perishable foods should arrive 
still firm and cold to the touch. Use 
overnight or express delivery to get 


the food delivered as soon as possi- 
ble. Labeling the package Perishable 
or Refrigerate Upon Arrival lets the 
delivery person and the receiver 
know that the package requires spe- 
cial attention at once. Always let the 
people know to whom you are send- 
ing the gift know that a surprise that’ 
needs immediate attention is in the 
mail. Cold gifts sent to an office ad- 
dress may get dangerously warm if 
the receiver is out of town or other- 
wise unavailable. For a special sur- 
prise, you might contact a person in 
the receiver's town to accept the gift 
and deliver it locally. 

Mail-order companies offer vari- 
ous food gift packs that could solve 
your packaging problem. Although 
more expensive, mail-ordering plac- 
es the responsibility of the food ar- 
riving safely with the company. 
Most large- volume, mail-order food 
gift companies do a reputable job de- 
livering foods safely. 

Double Check For Safety: 

*Check on the cold\source to make 
sure it will be sufficient. 

*Make sure foods labeled Keep Re- 
frigerated are very cold (below 40 
degree F), 

*Be sure the outside of the package 
is labeled Perishable. 

*Send the gift only if you know 
someone will be at the address 
and prepared to receive it. 

Mailed safely, foods make won- 
derful gifts for friends and family. 
The results can be unpleasant, how- 
ever, for those receiving the gifts 
packaged improperly. Take that lit- 
tle extra care and make those gifts of 
food and joy to receive instead of a 

disappointment.

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acquires an additional pumper

One topic of discussion at New 
Bockton's Monday night council 
meeting was the fire truck recently 
purchased by the city's fire depart- 
ment. 

New Brockton Volunteer Fireman 
Amold Woodham was on hand, 
along with the pumper, to answer 
any questions the councilmen had 
concerning the department's new 
piece of equipment. 

Woodham told the councilmen 
that the 1977 GMC was equipped 
with a front mounted pump capable 
of pumping 1,000 G.P.M. Although 
the truck is not yet fully equipped, ‘it 
can be used as a back-up pumper to 
the fire truck presently in operation. 
The truck is expected to be in full 
operation in the very near future. 

According to Woodham, the only 
problem with the "new truck” is a 
small leak in one of the pump's seals. 
The leak will be fixed by the firm 
that sold the truck to the New Brock- 
ton Fire Department. 

The councilmen stated that they 
were pleased about having the added 
protection that the additional fire 


truck would provide to the town of 
New Brockton. 

After the meeting was adjourned, 
councilmen went outside and gave 
the fire truck the once-over. 

In other matters, Mayor Jim Dris- 
kell informed the council that the to- 
tal cost to the city for a "cost-of- 
living raise" for all city employees 
would be approximately $4,000.00 
for the year. 

The effective date for the raise is 
to be January 1, 1991. The percent- 
age used for obtaining the figure, ac- 
cording to the mayor, was 5.4%. 

Driskell told councilmen that,this 
figure could be more or less once the 
government's "official" —_cost-of- 
living percentage is known. That is 
the percentage used by New Brock- 
ton in giving its employees a cost-of- 
living raise. 

"We need to take action on this 
matter before one January," said 
Driskell. "The quicker the better so 
she (the city clerk) can set-up her 
bookkeeping and get it in the com- 
puter and get it ready to go...” 

Councilmen were told that the 
renovation work on city hall should 
be completed by the weekend. They 
voted to install carpet in the offices 
and council chambers with runners, 


CONDITION REPORTED ‘STABLE 


Ino youth shot in 
hunting accident

At approximately 4:30 p.m. last 
Saturday aftemoon, the Opp Police 
Department radioed the Coffee 
County jail that a gunshot victim 
was being treated at the Mizell Me- 
morial Hospital in Opp. It had been 
determined by authorities at the hos- 
pital that the shooting had occured in 
Coffee County. 

Coffee County Deputy Jack Hub- 
bert was immediately dispatched to 
Opp where he discovered that Jamie 
Hattaway, a 14 year old Ino boy, had 
been shot with a 12 ga. shotgun load- 
ed with small shot. 

Reportedly, the youth and his 
grandfather, James M. (Pete) Hatia- 
way, age 71, had gone squirrel! hunt- 
ing just off County Road 25 in the 
Ino Community near the Pea River. 
According to authorities investigat- 
ing the incident, the two had gotten 
separated from each other and the 
youth was shot while approaching 
his grandfather. 

The grandfather shot at what he 
thought was a squirrel in the brush, 
but it turned out to be his grandson. 

Jamie received several wounds 
from the shot. He was reportedly 
struck in the right upper arm and el- 
bow, near the right eye, and also, 
shot penetrated the chest area lodg- 
ing in and near the lungs and heart. 

The youth was treated at Mizell 
Memorial and later transferred to 
Flowers Hospital in Dothan where 
he underwent emergency surgery 
Saturday night. 

He is in the Surgery MIC (Medi- 
cal Intensive Care) Unit at Flowers 
where he is reported to be in guarded 
condition. 

Sheriff Brice Paul stated that the 
shooting appeared to be accidental 
and no charges were filed in the inci- 
dent. 


Due to the nature of the accident, 
the sheriff's department notified the 
local State of Alabama Game War- 
dens of the shooting. 

Parents of Janiic arc Rev. James 
and Elaine Hattaway of the Ino 
Community. At the time of the 
shooting, they were reportedly in 
Greece where Mr. Hattaway is un- 
dergoing treatment for Cancer. 
(EDITOR"S NOTE: According to 
reports from Flowers Hospital 
Monday morning, Jamie has been 
moved from ICU into a private 
and his condition is reportedly im- 
proving.)
